The acroplanist was accom- 
panied by Lieutenant Thomas E. Self ridge of the signal corps of the army. tieu- 
tunant Selfridge was fatally injured and died at SrlO o'clock tonight. Mr, 
Wright -was seriously "Injured, but Is expected, to recover. 


While the machine was encircling the- drill grounds, & propeller blade 


mapped off and, hitting some- other part of the Intricate mechanism, caused It 
to overturn in the air ami fall to the ground, enveloping the two occupants in 
the debris. Soldiers and spectators raa across the field to "where the aeroplane 
had fallen and assisted, ill lifting1 Mr, Wright and Lieutenant Selfridge from 
under the tangled mass of machinery, rods wires and shreds of muslin. Jlr, 
Wright was conscious and said: 


"Oil, hurry, and, lift the motor." 
Lieutenant Selfridge was -unconscious. His head was covered wltb blood,

Mr. Wright bad lapsed into a state of 
vcmieonsciousncsS by the time he 
reached the hospital, and Lieutenatit 
Selfrtdgo did not regain consciousness 
at alL He was suffering trom a frac- 
ture at tho base Of tlw skull and was 
in a. critical condition. After a hurried 
surgical examination, it wa«' announced 
that Mr. Wright was not dangerously 
injured. He is suffering from a frac- 
tqre of his left thigh, and several ribs 
«n th6 right aide sire fractured.
